b* A 11/ yr old sec* I of Abt. $ of the SfS (charged with responsibility 
with combating the W* Berlin resistance groups) had fled to W* Berlin 
and was somewhere in the screening process now. C will try to find her 
on 19 Jan and interview her* According to her, the SFS is to change 
the location of Its East Berlin HQ "from ‘'Norm&nnenatr . to Johannestal ( 
phonetic ) . 

c. Two weeks before flhristmas a 30 yr old fe/nal*MA had visited 
CADROIT to report that she had been offered a job to work for the SFS* 
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She wanted advice as to whether or not she should take the job. The 
girl is a — k— top-drawer secy., haring been once offered the job 
of secy for Anton Ackermans. The pay with t he SFS would be 91 1200 
C replied to queries that the girl would work in 
SFS Bast Berlin BQ (Normannenet, ), and that £[ ^J 9 C., and Ohlsen 
have dealt with the girl* After much thought £1 3 decided that the 
girl should accept the job. She was to return to CAIBQIT on 1$ Jan 
to get a final answer, but has not yet appeared* C -3 noted his Interest, 
requested a full Written report. Including name and address. C will 
bring Besuchervermerk to next meeting. C noted repeatedly that the whole 
matter was very speculative, and might not turn out, etc* Haxei— 

d. Be Adalbert Sch. (who is noted in the Lf7 report re Hansen 
he having given HKHX Hansen info which later got back to the SFS) j 
C delivered a written report « q a to the effect that Bah* had seen 
Hansen once before fleeing from the zone, had not given him any statistical 
Info of the type which Sch. claiaa got back to the SFS (possibly through 
overt publication)* After Sch. fled, CADHOIT told BKAV that it had 
no info to the effect that the flight had been Ibr political reasons. 

Whan C-Schein was denied, Sch. made up the story of pfciatapi giving 
info to ~ansan which got baak to the SFS in order to shows (1) why 
Sch. to flee, and wfcy he should get a C. Schain, and (2) that 
Hansen, who had yti— m failed to lie to get a C Schain fbr Sch., is 
a suspicious person. COlMHKTi it is hard to give a final evaluation 
to this report, but it would not be the first time that a refugee has 
concocted a similar story to get a C-Sc&eln. It is a rather common 
practise.
